YACO's name has been displayed quite a bit throughout our local newspaper 
of late and to say that the publicity is good for our organization isn't 
necessarily true in this case. 

For those of you who may not read our local newspaper. The REGISTER PAJARO- 
NiaHv I.'.m referring to the news that YACO is going to purchase the 81 year old 
Marinovich building or that we have requested the "right of first refusal" if 
Wells Fargo Bank decides to sell the building. Wells Fargo Bank purchased the 
building for $250,000.00 with the intention of tearing it down to increase the 
parking area. The sale and possible demolition of this building has been a very 
HOT political issue to date. There have been many people who have devoted 
numerous hours of dedicated efforts to preserving the Marinovich building 
and these people expressed great delight when they read the article in the 
Register Pajaronian to think that we were going to save the building from 
demolition. I don't know that every relic of the past can be preserved but I 
do know that this building is not for YACO. 

I have fond memories of this building while Dr. Marinovich had his offices 
there and my grandmother, Frances Bakich and I would go to visit him, but for 
that reason only, I couldn't agree to purchase it. I'm not opposed to buying 
or investing in a building or land for YACO, I just don't think we have to 
grab at the first suggested property that comes along. For many reasons I 
feel this building is not suited for our purposes. First of all, the price 
paid by Wells Fargo was $250,000.00 and the cost of renovation to bring this 
structure up to safety code would be exhorbitant {over $250,000.00) which 
in my opinion, is simply not good business. The location would not be bene¬ 
ficial to YACO's projected plans. Being that the building is in a close 
downtown area it would be very confining and would certainly limit any outdoor 
activities that we would care to plan. 

YACO officers, when we gathered in the very early days before incorporation, 
had grand ideas for a park-like area with a building so that we could have 
outdoor barbeques and picnics and where we could all gather in good fellow¬ 
ship. We can realize this plan but not by jumping into a situation that we 
might not be able to get out of. When buying we have to consider the cost 
of all involved: the location, the quality of the structure, the crowi capacity 
and overall benefit to YACO. 

I believe that the YUGOSLAV community has been a long time realizing a cultural 
center of their own but by the same token, we don't have to grab blindly at just 
anything that canes our way. I refuse to believe that reality isn't made from 
dreams. Too many of us have wished for something to call YACO's own. Well, 
together*with clear, sensible planning and research, we can come up with some¬ 
thing more suited to our needs as well as a better business investment. 

If any of you were buying a house for your family wouldn't you be very 
cautious before making any commitment for purchase? Isn't it wise to be just 
as concerned for YACO? If a house were infested with termites, would you buy 
it? Why then should YACO? I'm all for YACO purchasing some property but I 
think we could look into a parcel of land and with all of the talent and hard 
work that many of our members could contribute, we could build a building 
or even put up a Butler building of sorts and go from there. 

We can realize YACO's dream but don't rush head on without using common 
business sense. This issue is too important to banter about in the newspapers 
and will only make YACO look foolish to the community. We worked too hard to 
get this far and it would be a shame to weaken our standing now. 

We could raise funds but to do this you must have a GOOD, SOLID plan to 
present to the donors and I feel this is not a GOOD plan. Let's work together 
and do some research for YACO's very own building or parcel.

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Yugoslavians trace their heritage

In the summer of 1912, Mary 
Popovich worked in her family’s 
Santa Clara Valley orchards. 
Like hundreds of Yugoslavian 
immigrants, young and old, she 
picked prunes, packed cherries, 
cut apricots in half then laid 
them on trays to dry in the sun; 
and she hoped it wouldn’t rain. 

For each box she filled with 
cut peaches she earned Vh cents. 


Her recompense for a summer of 
labor was $76. 

Her father had accompanied 
her from a Yugoslavian village 
to her uncle’s Mountain View 
ranch the previous year, and 
then had returned to his home¬ 
land. She was 12 years old and 
two months shy of finishing the 
sixth grade; she spoke no Eng¬ 
lish. 

What she has learned of Eng¬ 
lish in the past 70 years has been 
done virtually without the help 
of formal education. Life on the 


ranch in the days when wind¬ 
mills were abundant and coal oil 
stoves were a novelty left little 
time for school. 

“Over there,” she said in sim¬ 
ple explanation of her father's 
bringing her here, “you think 
America, it’s God’s country.” 

At the age of 15 she married a 
young Yugoslavian who worked 
cleaning Pullman cars in Oak¬ 
land before he turned to ranch-

ing; later they had five children. 

Today, at 82, she still speaks with an ac¬ 
cent and seems as hardy as many people 30 
years her junior. Her home on Bryant Ave¬ 
nue in Mountain View, where she has lived 
since 1920. is only a short distance down the 
road — now wide and newly paved — from 
her uncle's old home. She has sold most of 
the family's 15-acre ranch because taxes on 
the land had grown unbearable. 

Her past in many ways resembles the 
stories of the many Yugoslavians who, be¬ 
ginning about the middle of the 19th cen¬ 
tury, settled in the Bay Area. 

They came first as missionaries and later 
as fisherman, gold miners, merchants, fruit 
growers and artisans. They have names like 
Mariani, Milovina, Lopina, Pavlina, Tikvica, 
Vidovich. Gasich, Spaich and Malovos. 

Today, there are about 200,000 people of 
Yugoslavian descent in the Bay Area, and a 
substantial number in other regions of Cali¬ 
fornia. Their history in the state, however, 
has been only meagerly chronicled. 

Relying largely on the memories and 
memorabilia of Mary Popovich and many 
others like her, a Los Gatos woman, Elsie 
Matt, is helping to piece together that his¬ 
tory from oral tradition and what little bit of 
the local Yugoslavian heritage has made its 
way into print. 

The result of her work and that of the staff 
at the California History Center at De Anza 
College will be on display at the center be¬ 
ginning April 5. 

Matt, the daughter of two Yugoslavs who 
came to the United States as adolescents, 
spoke only Serbo-Croatian until she started 
kindergarten. In 1976, she earned a degree 


from San Jose State University in Beha¬ 
vioral Studies and Russian Studies. With her 
two children grown and married, she has 
embarked upon what she calls her "fourth 
career.” 

Her knowledge of the area of the world 
from which her ancestors came as well as of 
their language have-proven invaluable in 
her attempt to ferret out their local history, 
she said. 

The hardest part of compiling her history, 
she said, is identifying people of Yugoslavi¬ 
an descent. 

Of the 39 Yugoslavians listed in the 1867 
Santa Clara County directory, she said, 24 
owned businesses such as coffee house-sa¬ 
loons and restaurants; one owned a board¬ 
ing house and one a hotel; one was a ped¬ 
dler; three were listed as fruit dealers; and 
nine were noted as laborers. 

That number was probably.lower than it 
should have been, she said. 

"Almost everybody has a Yugoslavian or 
■Slavonian friend," she said. "But even Yu¬ 
goslavs have a difficult time telling you who 
they are. It isn't as easy as telling you Tm 
German.’” 

Their origins were often incorrectly re¬ 
corded when they arrived in this country, 
the result in part of immigration officials 
who, ignorant of the distinctions of Eastern 
European peoples or impatient with their 
oddly spelled names, classified them as citi¬ 
zens of other countries. 

Matt is quick to point out that there are 
three Slavic peoples: the Russians and 
Ukraines, known as Eastern Slavs; the Poles 
and Czechs, considered Western Slavs; and 
the Bulgarians, Croats, Serbians and Slo¬ 
venes, the latter three erf which make up the 
"Yugo” (meaning south)Slavs. 


They then made their way west, bringing 
with them vestiges of their Gulf Coast life, 
notably the concept of New Orleans-style 
coffee house-saloons. 

They filled mining camps in Amador 
County and went into business in San Fran¬ 
cisco. 

Groups of them moved to agricutural 
pockets throughout the state and developed 
fruit growing businesses such as those they 
had known at home. In the Pajaro Valley 
they started the apple industry. In the San 
Joaquin Valley they were important in de¬ 
veloping fig and grape growing businesses. ! 
In the Santa Clara Valley they first grew 
apricots, prunes, and cherries. 

One of them, Paul Mariani Sr., and later 
his son. Paul Mariani Jr., built a mini-empire 
in the orchard industry. The family fruit 
packing and drying plant remains a Cuper¬ 
tino landmark. 

Santa Clara Valley's Yugoslavians have 
resolutely, if unobtrusively, retained impor¬ 
tant vestiges of their culture. People of all 
ages gather weekly at St. Sava Serbian 
Church in Cupertino to participate in 
"kolos”, the traditional ring dances, to sing, 
and to learn to play traditional instruments, 
such as thetambura. 

Close to 400 of them, including Mary Po¬ 
povich, participate in the Napredak Club, 
founded by Paul Mariani Sr. to preserve Yu¬ 
goslavian culture and to give the youth of 
the community a place to socialize during 
Prohibition. 

They are quietly proud of the number of 
their own who have risen from humble 
agricultural beginnings to become promi¬ 
nent, educated members of their communi¬ 
ties. 


Ancestors of most of the Yugoslavs.in this 
area were from the Dalmatian Coast on the 
Adriatic Sea. Many of them settled first-in 
the Gulf Coast region of the United States, 
where they developed the oyster industry 


“They are very low-key.” said Matt. 
"People are not even aware they're in the 
area; yet they're a very important part of 
it. They all but developed the fruits that 
grow on the trees.”

But the modern Yugoslavs have not 
forgotten their past. Manv individuals 
and organizations strive to preserve 
Yugoslav history and culture, and our 
society is the richer for it.

As pork seems to be a good buy at this 
time I thought you might like to try 
this recipe from CROATIAN CUISINE: 


SVINJSKI PAPRIKAS - PORK PAPRIKASH 


2lbs. fresh cubed pork 
1-1/2 lb. sauerkraut 
1/2 cp. lard or shortening 
2 medium onions, chopped 
lcp. sour cream 
1 tbsp. paprika 
1 tsp. garlic powder 
salt and pepper to taste. 


Wash the sauerkraut. Heat half the lard. 
When it becomes frothy, add half the 
onion and saute until it becomes golden. 
Add the sauerkraut and simmer slowly un¬ 
til it becomes tender. Heat the remain¬ 
ing lard and brown the rest of the onion 
in it. When the onion is golden, add the 
meat. Fry the meat over moderate heat 
until nicely bronwed. Reduce the heat, 
cover and simmer for a few minutes. Add 
the sauerkraut and stir together well. 
Season with salt, pepper, garlic and 
paprika. Simmer over moderately low heat 
for anouther half hour. Add the sour 
cream before serving and continue to 
cook gently long enough to heat the sour 
cream. Do not allow to boil. If desired,
